O UR days ago the Heer Dalman fer out 
for Conftantinople; We are apprehenfive 
here of a Rupture with the Ottoman Port, 
the King of France having 2 Envoys at 
Conftantinople,who ’tis fear’d have engag’d 

the Grand Vizier and other Chief Men in their Ma- 
fter’s intereft. "Tis faid likewife that there are 30000 
Men in Arms near Belgrade ; but we are inclin’d to 
believe that thefe Preparations are intended againft 
the Mufcovites.. Cardinal Grimani has given in 
fome Propofals in the Name of the Pope touching 
the Succeffion to the Crown of Spain ; but ’tis faid, 
none of them are accepted. The Bifhop of Ofna- 
brug is arriv’d here, and went two days ago to St. 
Stephen’s Church, with his Brother the Youngeft 
Duke of, Lorrain, who has been fome Years in 
this Court. On the 8th. Prince Eugene of Savoy 
arriv’d here from Italy, and has fince had Audience 
of the Emperor and the King of the Romans, and 
given them a perfect Account of the State of things 
in Italy ; “tis not doubted but he: will obtain very 
confiderable Succours ; and fome fay he will return 
to Italy within 6 Weeks, after certain weighty Af- 
fairs now in agitation are difpatch’d. Two days ago 
the Eftates ofLower Auftria affembled in the Great 
Hall,where the Emperor being feated on his Throne, 


the Great Chancellor Count Buccelinimadea Speech 


to them in the Name of his Imperial Majefty, fet- 
ting forth the grounds of the Emperor's Engaging 
in the prefent War, againft France, and the Progrefs 
of the Arms of the Allies laft Campaign, and con- 
cluding that his Imperial Majefty being oblig’d to 
furnifh great Sums of Money towards carrying on 
the War, could not help demanning at this Juncture 
larger Subfidies of the Eftates than Ufual. Then 
the Chancellor deliver’d the faid Demand in Writing 
to the Count of Abenfperg Marthal of the Province, 
recommending it to'the fpeedy Confiderarion of the 
Eftatcs. After which the Emperor made a fhort 
Speech to the Affembly. The Regiment of Dra- 
goons of Count Schlick is expected daily from 
Hungary. There is a talk of raifing 6000 Men 
more ; and of fending the Letret written by the E- 
lector of Bavaria on New-Year’s Day to the Empe- 
ror, unopen’d, to Ratisbon. 

Ratisbon, Jan. 12. Some Advices from Vienna 
tell us, thar the Elector of Bavaria, in his laft Lecter 
to the Emperor defires him to fend a Trufty Minifter 
to him ; but others fay his Imperial Majefty would 
‘ not open the Letter. An Exprefs is gone from Wi- 
enna to the Court of Pruffia, with Propofals for take- 
ing 8000 Pruffiang into the Emperor’s Service, whofe 
return is impatiently expected. The Emperor has 
writtea with his own hand to Prince Lewis of Baden, 
to acquaint him, that if he will rake upon him the 
dire@ion of the Military Operations on the fide of 
Swabia, it will be an acceptable Service ‘to his Im- 
perial Majefty. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated Jan. 23- 
They write from Guaftalla of the 5ch of this 


Month,that the Garrifon of Berfello, being weaken'd, 
and block’d up fo clofe that nothing can get into the
